SERIOUS PROBLEM 

The financial statement of the 
town of Bassano shows uncollected ; 
school taxes amounting to $15,089.10, 
and municipal taxes $18,248.06. The 
figures are somewhat startlirg. 

While tax collections in 1933 were 
fair when the stringencies of the, 
times are considered, yet they fell | 
some $6,300 short -of what collec- 
tions should have been. 

During the past few years an 
ever-increasing nunrber of rate- 
payers have been unable to pay their 
taxes. Last year was
